clear and beautiful that the late Mr.

This must be the play as the 
author fashioned it in his graphic- 
mind more than 300 years ago. but as 
no other person actually has viewed 
it tf> this day. 


There are many things in the movie 


that never have been seen on any 
stagy—.sttiic-s and events that were 
orily talked about. The exciting ac- 
tion makes the silly sword-clashings

'iiculous. A good many ponderous 
speeches have been cut out; yet c-very 
word that remains i.s Shakespeare's, 


understood. 


The dialog, greatest hazard faceii by 


the picture makers, is spoken like or- 
dinary conversation, and in only a 
few of the famous speeches do you 
catch the lilt of poetry. 


"Romeo and Juliet," graced by real-
